Out of the Jaws of Death. 


FLOATING UPON THE OCEAN IN A BUR! 


ISO STEAMER—A EASSENGEH SKIP IN 
FLAMES—STABTLED FKOil SLEEP BY 
THE CKT OF FIRE—A MIDNIGHT STRUG- 
GLE FOR LIFE—105 MEN, WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN IN DEADLY PERIL—LANDED 
AT LAST ON A DESERT ISLAND. 


From the New York Sun, July 4. 


The subjoined particulars respecting thu 


burning ot the Tennessee are gathered 
from conversations \rith Messrs. E. Stead- 
man, T. M. DeHoney, and J. B. Bollard, 
•who were passengers by the ill-fated ves- 
sel. 


The steamship Tennessee, Captain Chi- 


chester, one of the line of steamers belong- 
ing to the New York and South Carolina 
Steamship Company, left Charleston on 
Tuesday, June 2b"th, at 6:30 p. m.. her reg- 
ular day of sailing, bound for this city, 
•with 105 souls on board, of whom Dl 
adults and 9 children tvere cabin passen- 
gers, and 5 in tho steerage. The crew- 
consisted of forty men, including officers. 
All worked smoothly, and tho steamer 
made good headway until 1:30 a. m. next 
morning, when the alarm of "fire" was 
given to the officers, who immediately 
afterward sent men around to the state- 
rooms and' quietly awakened the passen- 
gers without creating unnecessary confu- 
sion. The whole thing was managed 
most admirably, proving that excellent 
discipline was maintained on board. 


Tha passengers tumbled out precipitate' 


ly, snatched np their clothing, dressed 
themselves, borne partly, and others wholly, 
and rushed into the cabin; but, finding 
everything quiet, and seeing no fire, after 
hurried questionings, and quiet and firm 
replies by an officer, who told them that 
fire was discovered in tho forward hold 
among some cotton, which formed part of 
the cargo, and that they hoped to put it 
out, and that, at any rate, there was no 
danger to be apprehended by them if they 
would preserve order. These sensible re- 
marks calmed them, and they settled down 
to await tho result. In the meantime the 
hatches were kept closed, and three streams 
o£ water were kept playing upon the fire, 
two-worked by,"the doctor'' (a small'en- 
gine independent1 of the main engine), and 
a pump worked by handv 
At the time the fire was discovered the 


ship was about sixty miles from the main- 
land, and forty miles oft'Cape Romaine on 
the South Carolina coast, nearly opposite 
Georgetown, toward which the Tennessee 
was at once headed. "Water was poured in 
upon the burning baled cotton, the most 
difficult of all burning material to extin- 
guish. The crew and passengers worked 
taithfully at tlte pumps until they ar- 
rived near the shore. 
The fire having 


been greatly i-ubdued, Captain Chichester 
gave the orders to head for Smithville, 
which ia tit the mouth of tho Capo Fear 
Eiver, N". O, but the heat from tho fire 
was bo grre.it that the firemen refused tt 
wovk. Tho engineers themselves coaled 
up for two houra longer, manfully and 
energetically attending to both duties. 
They were then obliged to desist, as the 
heat was insupportable, and the steamer 
was run on Bali's Beach Island, two miles 
off the coast cf North Carolina, and thirty- 
five miles from Smithville. The island is 
six miles long and one and a half miles 
wide-, with not a tree or shrub growing 
upon it 
The coast is equally bare and 


lesolale. The passengers were landed on 
;bis sandy desert, about 11 o'clock, and 
preparations made for their comfort. The 
aoats were kept going, bringing as many 
provisions as could bo obtained. Carpets 
irorri the main cabin were torn up and 
carried ashore, and stretched upon, the 
sand for the accommodation of the ladies. 
Tarpaulins were stretched on poles suf- 
ficient to make two tents, one for the la- 
dies and children, of whom there were 
;wenty-five or thirty, and the other for 
.he men, as many as could find room 
under it, 


The heat of the sun and the reflection of 


us rays from the sharp sand was exceed- 
.ngly severe. To add to their discomfort, 
;he simd was drifting and blowing into 
their eye?, ears and nostrils, filling their 
clothing and huir, thereby causing most 
unpleasant -sensations. No fresh water 
could be procured to relieve their burning 
;hirtjt; nothing but the warm water from 
the ship. The passengers remained on the 
island the remainder of"thoday and all 
night. At 9 o'clock in the evening, after 
they had partaken of coffee, with but little 
other refreshment, prepared for thera by 
the ship's cook, their eyes were attracted 
to the ead though brilliant sight of the 
noblo Tennessee iu a sheet of flame. 


Lying off bufc a short distance from tlie 


shore, under B bright and clear sky, with 
not a sound to disturb tho silence except 
the soit and monotonous plash of the waves 
upon the shore, and an occasional expres- 
sion of dismay and consternation from 
;he more timid at the awful scene before 
;hem, with the utterance of pore regrets 
ror the consumption of their clothing and 
effects, which could not be rescued from 
the baggage room, and with lamentations 
at their forlorn and most unhappy condi- 
lon. The flames continued to light np 
the horizon until a late hour. At last, 
when all the consumable material had been 
destroyed, the last vestige of the once 
splendid steamer Tennessee sank to the 
Bottom. 


So soon as Captain Chichester reached 


,he island he sent Mr. Davenport, the pilot, 
;o whom much credit is due i'»r the prompt 
ulfilmentof his duty, and four men, to 
look after help, and about, 11 p. m. ho 
came across the revenue cutter William 
E. Seward, commanded by Captain J. H. 
[Jelicr, which had seen, the light of the 
rarning steamer and at onco steamed for

Tho Seward took tho pilot and men- 


on board, and started for the island to 
carry,the passengers to a more hospitable

The [Chinaman 
is not like the~Yanfcee, or indeed like any 
of the Circassian race; his love of country, 
of his

vent him from throwing himself upon the 
world, outside the Middle Kingdom, with 
no guarantee for hia support wtilo living, 
or his return to the ahadea-of hia ancestors 
if death interposes. The American will 
start to-morrow- for any new quarter of 
the globe, if there may be found sufficient 
bait for his acquisitiveness 'upon arrival; 
he never aska how ho shall get hbine again, 
he does Dot even pause to inquire whal 
will be his fate if the spoil is all divide^ 
ere he reach the golden shore; the world 
is wide, and in a certain sense it is all 
alike to him. Not BO the Chinaman; he 
"wants to know where he ia going, ho'w 
many of his nationality are- there, how 
long he must stay, what will be his wages 
when there, and what provision will be 
made for him in case of sickness, death, 
or desire to return. This has led to the 
richer class of Chinese, tho merchants and 
capitaliBU, forming sort of,mutual insur- 
ance societies for the benefit of the poor; 
knowing their countrymen so well, they 
know hour to .assist them to .come here, 
and aid them when in a strange land. A 
very commendable system it would appear 
to a disinterested mind. '-Bat these com- 
panies do not do~thU"for nothing, says 
some one ironically. .No; and*do our in- 
surance companies ? ~ Do the capitalist* 
who guarantee us againat loss by fire, or 
by accident, who protect our families from 
want and our ships from the consequences 
of disaster, do they do it all from motives 
of '^mre benevolence ?

Mr. Fung Tang of San Francisco, as in- 


telligent and pftblic-spiriteda merchant aa 
ever did business—a man whom 'Mr. A. 
T. Stewart of New York has been proud 
to honor, saidj in explanation of this sys- 
tem : "Thescf-people are nob slaves; they 
are very poor; without our aid they could 
not "come Here; they ^ntr^in debt'for 
their passage money, and 'wo"haveto pro- 
vide lor them at once; when they get 
work they payoff the money which we 
have loaned them." JT^o;notuse hia ex- 
act words, but as near-as I can recollect I 
have expressed his meaning.- Here, how- 
ever, is an explanation from a letter indit- 
ed by the Chinese merchants in San Jfnn- 
cisco to Gov.'Bigler in-1853. After telling 
how they procured- their passage, this let- 
ter says:' " 
: - - 


These arrangements made at home, sel- 


dom bring them further than San Fran- 
cisco, and hero the Chinese traders fnrnbh 
them the means of getting to tho'niinea. 
A great deal of money is thus lent at a 
nominal or very low interest, which to the 
credit of our countrymen- we are able to 
«ay is almost invariably repaid. The 
poor Chinaman does not come here as & 
slave; he comes because of hia desire for 
independence, and he is assisted by the 
charity ol his countrymen, which they be- 
stow on him safely because he is indus- 
trious and honestly repays them. 


A word more about the constantly re- 


peated term " coolies." Perhaps nothing I 
mn say will better explain it than the 
following extract from the letter above re- 
ferred to: 
" You bpeak of the Chinamen-aa 'Coolies.* 


and in one sense' the word-is applicable to 
a great many of them, but not in that in 


foreign parta, 


into this country. What its original sig- 
nification was we do not,know; but with 
us it means a common laborer and nothing 
more. We have never known - it used 
among us as a-desig&ation of a' class such" 
you have in view^ persons bound to labor 
under contracts which they can be-forcibly 
compelled to comply with. The Irishmen 
who arc engaged in digging down" your 
lills, the men who unload ships, who clean 
your streets, or even drive your drays, 
would, if they were in China, be consid- 
ered 'Coolies;' tradesmen, mechanics of 
jvery kind, professional men, would not 
Sone of us are 'Coolies.' if by that word 
you mean bound men or contract'slaves. 
The other matter you allude to, their leav- 
ing their families in pledge as security for 
tbe performance of their contract, is in- 
consistent with their character and absurd. 
Have you ever inquired what the holder 
of such u pledge could do with them ? If 
he used ang^tbrce toward them, he would 
be guilty oronoffence, and be punished by 
the laws, justa-j in any other country; and 
if lie treated them well, they would only 
t>e a burden and an additional expense to 
trim."

I have copied at length from this admira- 


ble, letter, which was published in reply to 
,L manifesto against the Chineee, issued by 
Gov, Bigler, because it gives with/reraark- 
able clearness the Chinaman's > riewa of 
those questions out of ~which so murth po- 
litical capital is already made. The letter 
was published 18 years ago, and may be 
found in the Living" Age, volume 34, page 
33; many of its allusions are more applica- 
ble to'the mining towns of that dat*r than 
to the San Francisco of the present flay ; 
out it contains much that has an important 
bearing on the matter which is now brought 
tiome to the New England States. 


I can Tvish your merchants no better for- 


tune than the privilege of dealing some 
day jn person, with the mercantile class of 
2/hino, aa 7 have found them to, be in San 
Francisco. I have done business with 
them .constantly when, in that city, have 
stored their cargoes, have shipped for them 
wheat and oats, have Bold them for ship- 
ment many hundreds of tuna of flour, and 
[ never knew one of them to : violate his 
engagements in any way; such' Is the'unl- 
versal testimony of every one doing1,b'uai-' 
ness with. them. It ia a common aayfa'g' 
among their American friends that they 
would rather have as security the word of 
a Chinese merchant than the pledge, wyit-

The great fact stands out now in 
bold relief, that the dry goods trade is 
proof against monopoly, and cannot be 
jroken down, no matter how vast the 
power o£ those who attempt it.

.ted capital, whose members depend large- 
y upon their enterprise for their returns. 
ITor a time it seemed as though even amid 
general decline and los=cs the monopolists 
were insured against loss ; but at length 
the laws of trade have vindicated them- 
selves, and the general trade may now go 
ibead with renewed energy and confidence. 
So, too, may the domestic manufacturers, 
whose interests have suffered so heavily in 
his contest, and who now come out vic- 
arious and strong, a:id ready for further 
>perations on a larger scale.
